 NEC 210.8 - All garage outlet receptacles single or duplex including garage door opener shall be GFCI 
protected. (Exception for fire alarm receptacle only) 

 NEC 210.12 - AFCI Protection All 120-volt, single phase, 15- and 20-ampere branch circuits supplying outlets 
installed  in dwelling unit family rooms, dining rooms, living rooms, parlors, libraries, dens, bedrooms, 
sunrooms, recreation rooms, closets, hallways, or similar rooms or areas shall be protected by a listed  
combination type arc-fault circuit interrupter. 

 NEC 358.012(2) - Where electrical metallic tubing is installed in wet locations, an equipment grounding 
conductor must be provided within the raceway and sized per NEC 250.122. 

 NEC 406.11 - Tamper-Resistant Receptacles required for all 15 & 20 amp receptacles in Dwelling Units 
installed at all locations covered in NEC 210.52.
